Watterson Visits Bryan. 

As the Hon. Henry Watterson left 
Louisville Monday night to visit Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, at Lincoln, Neb., 

he said : 

“I am merely going to avail myseif 
of a business call to Chicago to accept 
Mr. Bryan’s invitation to run over to 
Lincoln. There are lots of things to 
talk about. There will be but one real 
issue in the coming struggle, and that 
is the case of the people against preda- 
tory wealth. 

“This has been very well put up by 
Mr. Roosveelt, but Mr. Bryan repre- 
sents it in all its length, breadth and 
thickness. If Mr. Roosevelt were the 
candidate of the Republicans there 
might be some questi-n as to the ‘ori- 
ginal Jacobs,’ between him and Mr. 
Bryan. But Mr. Taft can stand on no 
Platform setting forth the Roosevelt 
policies. 

“He is by far closer to what are 
called Wall street interests than Fair- 
banks Hughes or Knox. His nomina- 
tion means the Republican party wear- 
ing the mask of Roosvelt whilst using 
the claws of Harriman, Moragn and 
Company.

Blacking. 

Liquid blacking, such as Is now used, 
was invented early In the nineteenth 
century. Previously various mixtures 
were used. There are many allusions 
In eighteenth century literature to shoe 
blacks and blacking. In the London 
World of Jan. 31, 1754. Edward Moore, 
describing the miseries of an author, 
says that he would rather have started 
in life as a shoeblack had he but had 
the money to buy or credit to procure 
“a stool, brushes and blackball." An 
old kind of blacking consisted of ivory 
black, very coarse moist sugar and wa- 
ter, with a little vinegar. A mixture 
of whale oil and soot was used in 
Gay’s time. The author of “Trivia" 
has several allusions to the —black 
youth” who stood at street corners 
then, as now: 

Hark: The boy calls thee to his destin'd 
stand. 

And the shoe shines beneath his oily hand.
